Stans’ name was mentioned

dent Nixon. ’V' ~'£ .2 • ' 

The audit, which was "sent to 
the Justice Department for 
consideration of legal action, 
was requested . after it was 
learned that $25,000 in Nixon 
campaign contributions wound 
up in the bank account of one 
of the -five persons arrestted in- 
side Democratic ■ headquart- 
ers at the Watergate complex 
on June 17. 

He told a questioner he did 
not believe appointing a spec- 
ial prosecutor in the Water- 
gate case would “serve a use- 
ful purpose” in vfcw of the 
several investigations already 
underway. 

At his first press conference 
for many months in. which he 
has been willing to discuss po- 
litical questions, Nixon also:

• Supported Agnew ’s recent 
speech on amnesty to veterans 
of Foreign Wars as one that

to pay a penalty. 

Asked for details about his 
statement that there are Dem- 
ocratic violations of the cam- 
paign finance law, Nixon said 
he thinks “that will come out” 
during the -balance of this 
week and he would “let the 
political people speak on that.
